Waltz position throughout the dance. 

The gentleman's position is described, the lady's part the counter- 
part of it. 

Waltz balance to the left and right, with a slightly swaying 
movement. 2 measures 

Re P eat 2 measures 

With a preparatory bend leap on the right foot, land on the left 
foot, bring the right foot up to the left, shift the weight to the 
right. Three waltz steps, beginning with left foot. 

Repeat the whole movement, beginning with the right foot. 
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
